$200,000,000 BOND ISSUE. 


Steel Corporation Attacks the Standing 
of the Plaintiffs as Stockholders and 


Denies Their Charges—Argument Is 
That the Pian Is Beneficial and

Trenton, N. J., Aug. 27.—The United States 
Steel corporation today filed in the Court 
of Chancery an answer to the amended bill 
of complaint of J. Aspinwall Hodge, Ber- 
nard Smith, and William H. Curtiss, which 
seeks to restrain the proposed conversion 
of $200,000,000 7 per cent preferred stock 
into $200,000,000 5 per cent second mortgage 
bonds. 


The answer denies that the books of the 
corporation show Curtise to be the owner 
of any stock of the concern.

until June 24, 1902, after the plan of con- 
version had been adopted, and the stock

‘EXIT THE JONES MYSTERY 


J. A. I. LEE ADMITS “MILLION- 
AIRE” WAS A MYTH. 


Aged Nephew of the Confederate Lead- 


er Says That in a Desperate Effort 
. to Support His Family He Conjured | 
Up the Fictitious Real Estate Pur- 


chaser, Then Buried Him When. 


Complications Thickened—Declares 
*He Planned No Fraud. 


Philetus Jones, Boston Julittonalee: whose’ 
sudden death terminated an $85,000 real es- 


tate deal, and whose intangibflity, living or 


dead, baffled the police, is a myth. So John 
A. I. Lee, real estate dealer, and nephew of 
Gen. Robert E. Lee, admitted yesterday. 
like another Frankenstein, Philetus 
Jones” brought only sorrow to Lee, his 
creator, who had hoped through the name to 
earn enough to keep his wife and son from 
want. Old and feeble, helpless and poor, 
Lee wept as he saw his dream of competence 
crumble into nothing. Even the detectives 
who forced his confession were touched. He 
will not be prosecuted. 

Philetus Jones was the man whose death 
notice appeared in the morning papers on 
Monday. He lived and died, Lee said, at 142 
Astor street, but investigation showed no 
such man had ever resided at that number. 
So yesterday Lee was forced to admit that 
the Boston millionaire and his nephews were 
creatures of his fancy, invoked in a desper- 
ate effort to sell Dr. Vincent C. Price's land 
and thus earn enough to provide for his 
family. 

Lee told his story to Dr. Price and the de- 
tectives in the former’s office. Shortly after 
10 o’clock Detectives Halpin and Hogan met 
Lee to take up the investigation where they | 
had dropped it the day before. The old man 
was calm, but his face showed that he had 

a sleepless night. For more than an 
hour he maintained that the story of his 
dealings with Philetus Jones was true. 


Then Hogan appealed to Lee on his honor. 


to explain the case. For a minute the agent 
hesitated, then he faced Dr. Price and spoke. 
„% Gentlemen,“ said he, Philetus Jones is 


a myth. I intended no wrong, and have not 


tried to obtain any money by this deception. 
In a hasty moment when Dr. Price said he 
could not wait for me any longer I told him 
that I had secured a purchaser. He asked 
me his name, and on the spur of the moment 
I said Philetus Jones. 

“ Pressed by the questioning, I invented 
the story of the Boston millionaire who de- 
sired to erect a large hotel in Chicago. I 
told of the meeting with Jones, John and 
Elmer Alton, none of whom existed. The 
deception once started, I got in deeper and 
deeper, until I had given Mr. Price an agree- 
ment which he thought had been signed by 
these men. Knowing that I had done wrong, 
and harassed by the thought of it, I decided 
to end the matter. That is why I placed the 
death notice in the papers. 

„ My only thought was to retain the right 
to sell this property, so that with the com- 
mission I might relieve the wants of my 


wife and boy.”

LET THE DETAILS Alone. 

President Roosevelt has outlined in gen- 
eral terms his plan for dealing with the s- 
ealled trusts. It is that all corporations 
which do business in more than one state 
—which do an interstate business—shall be 
subject to the control of the national gov- 
ernment, the control to be exercised with 
“moderation and gself-resteaint.” - He de- 
sires, first, legislation by which publicity 
as to the essential facts concerning corpora: 
tions in which the public is interested may 
be secured. It the constitution does nut 
permit needed legislation the president be- 
lieves it should be amended 80 a8 to enable 
congress to legislate. 

It has been said by persons not unfriendly 
to the president that he is not specific enough 


amendment to the constitution will be need- 
ed and does not say, apart from his require- 
ment as to publicity,“ in what manner be 
would have congress exercise whatever con- 
trol ever great corporations it has now or 
may have in the future. One cannot justly | 
reproach the president for not going auto 
details. He has gone as far as it is prudent 
for a president to go. It is for the legisla- 
tive body of the nation, if it shall agree with 
him as to the desirability of the exeréise 
of a national control over trusts, to deter- 
mine how far its power extends and the 
precise manner in which that power shall be 
exercised. 


It is often quite inexpedient for a presi- 


tions gs to legislation. Congress has no 
mean opinion of its owa wisdom. It does 
not relish advice as to the exact mode in 
which it shail legislate. The president may 
properly urge upon congress the desirability 
of dealing with the trust question upon the 
general lines he has indicated, but it is not 
expedient for him to go too much inte details. 
For all that is known to the cotitrary, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt may kaye a rough draft of 
‘the exact anti-trust legtstatiop he. would 
like to see enacted, If he wee, he sensi- |

them up with all the September they would 
take’. A cessation of bidding for the Sep- 
tember was followed by a slump to 70\c, 
which ‘carried the other deliverfes with it. 
Murry Nelson & Co. were extensive sellers 

the December and gave up Armour’s 
name. 

Receipts were light enough to have been a 
biillish factor, but. had little influence in the 
face of pit operations, heavy cables, and the 
prevailing weather conditions. There were 
but 184;cars here, against 353 cars the pre- 
vious Wednesday. None of them was con- 
tract. Duluth reported no wheat at all, 
while Minneapolis had 250 cars. The total 
at the three points was 434 cars, compared 
with 495 last week and ‘775 last year. The 
total at all primary points was 1,051,000 bu. 

‘Quite a number of stop loss orders were 
caught by the decline, the wheat coming out 
from: these sources adding to the easiness.
